The case is 
that of Private David Troid of New 
York, a soldier of the Nineteenth 
United States try. His mur- 
Ger occurred on the 27th of last De- 
cember. 

Troid was stationed at that time 
at Camp Courchesne, along the 
Smelter road just outside of E! Paso, 
and on the date in question had been 
in El Paso to take a degree in a lo- 
cal Masonic lodge. When he left 
the lodgerooms to go back to camp 
he had 90 cents in his pocket and 
wore a government issue wrist watch. 
When he reached the lonely road 
passing the smelKer he was held 
up by four Mexicans, and at pistol 
point taken across the shallow Rice 
Grande to the Mexican side. There 
a leutenant, Juan Azpeita, an offi- 
cer of the Carranza garrison at Jua- 
rez, without any question or delay, 
put a pistol to the soldier's head 
and shot him. The body was found 
the next morning by Mexicans, who 
notified the American authorities. 
Witnesses were found whe swore to 
the killing by the Carranza HNeuten- 
ant 


The body was formally examined 
at an autopsy, and representations 
were made to the Carranza com- 
marder at Juarez and the arrest of 
Azpeita demanded. 
The case was sup from 
puLlication at that time under the 
war-time request of the Secretary of 
War not to print anything which 
would stir up ill feeling against 
Mexico.

Van Nuys Accuses Signora of 
Suicide Scare Fame. 


Find Stolen Silver in Room of 
Adell Tichenor. 


Army Captain's Wife Said by 
Police to Have Alias. 


Signora Adel] Tichenor, 23-year- 
old war bride of Capt. W. C. Tich- 
enor of Oklahoma City, who at- 
tempted suicide in the Alexandria 
on the night of October 6 because 
of what she described as her hus- 
hand's infatuation for a French 
girl, was arrested by Detective Ser- 
feants James Pean and Chester 
Smith in her room in a hotel at 
Fourth and Olive streets yesterday 
evening, charged with having stolen 
about $60 worth of silverware from 
the Van Nuys Hotel while a guest 
there. She id held in the City Jail 
on a charge of grand larceny. 

large silver pitchers an@- much 
other hotel silverware -were found 
in her room at the time of her ar- 
reat, the detectives say. Mrs, Tich- 
enor Was at the Van Nuys from 
September 1, when she arrived in 
this city, after walking the entire 
distance from San Francisco, until 
September 22, the records show. 
Bean and Smith say the woman also 
used the alias of Dora Armstrong. 
At the City Jail Mrs. Tichenor re- 
fused to discuss her arrest. 

The pretty, young war bride first 
attracted attention in this city 
when e arrived on Labor Day, at 
3 o’clock in the morning, after walk- 
ing from San Frartvisco with her 
chum. Miss Jean Lazelle, on a bet. 
The two girls went to the Van Nuys 
and lived there until September 22. 
when they moved to the Hotel 
Broadway. 

SYICIDE SCARE, 

On October & Mrs. Tichenor at- 
tempted to commit suicide before a 
throng of guests on the mezzanine 
floor of the Alexandria. According 
to Miss Marie Thornton, a witness 
to the affair, Mrs. Tichenor emerged 
from one of the parlors crying and 
asking relief from the pain she was 
suffering. She said that she hed tak- 
en strychnine. She was taken to 
the Receiving Hospital and given 
emergency treatment. 

The young war bride said that 
her husband's reported love for a 
French girl he had met while serv- 
ing in France was the cause of her 
attempt to take her life. According 
to her story, she met Capt. Tichenor 
while nursing him itn All Saints’ 
Hospital, Fort Worth. They were 
married, January 2, 1917, just two 
months after their meeting. After 
War was declared her husband en- 
listed and was sent overseas in July, 
1918, with Headquarters Troop, One 
Hundred and Eleventh Ammunition 
Train, Thirty-sixth Division. When 
his outfit returned to this country, 
the captain was not with it. Mrs. 
Tichenor learned from brother offl- 
cere of her husband, she says, that 
he had fallen in love with a French 
girl and was not coming back. 
PROPOSITION ACCEPTED. 


Mra. Tichenor then cabled him: 
“You need not come back if you do 
not love me. If true, stop my al- 
lowance.” She says that he cabled 
then: “Proposition accepted.” She 
then left her Texas home and went 
to Montana and thence to San Fran- 


cisco. 

While waiting for the ambulance 
following her suicide attempt, the 
signora dictated the following note 
to her husband: “I hope you will be 
able to forgive me. I am so miser- 
able. I will not be able to stand 
it any longer. I ani sorry I caused 
you 60 much trouble. You will not 
have to divorce me now, 

[Signed] 

“SIGNORA TICHENOR.” 

When arrested here she was 
rooming with Miss Georgia Jackson. 
Miss Jackson told the detectives 
that she had never suspected Mrs. 
Tishenor and did not know where 
nor how the aillverware brought to 
‘their room had been obtgined.

which was heretofore supplied on 
the Atlantic Coast. There is no evi- 
dence of any undue hoard of 


those dealing in that product, ft is 
stated. The demand for meat from 
the source indicated has been large 
and had to be met by the packers.
